—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the All India Services Acf, 1951, (LXI of 1951). the Central Govern- 
reent, after consultation with the Governments of the Stares concerned, hereby 
directs that the following amendments shall bo made in the Indian Administra¬ 
tive Service (Recruilment) Rule.s, 1964, namely: — 

In the said Rules, 

(1) In rule 4 after sub-rule (2) the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely; — 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), if in ihe opinion 
of the Central Government the exigencies of the service so require, 
the Central Government may, after consultation with the Sta^e 
Governments and the Commission, adopt such methods of recruit¬ 
ment to the Service other than those specified in the said sub-rule, 
as it may by regulations mode in this behalf prescribe.” 

(2) In rule 5, sub-rule (1), the words “and is not ordinarily residing in the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir*’ shall be deleted.
